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ALUMNI  HISTORY  IS  MADE 


The  life  of  St.  Michael's  College  .Alum- 
ni Association  has  been  relatively  long 
but  its  history  shows  only  a  few  short 
periods  of  conspicuous  vitality.  In  the 
past  few  months,  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
E.\ecutive  of  St.  Michael's  College 
-■\LUMNAE,  meetings  have  been  held  to 
arrange  a  merger  of  the  two  alumni 
groups  which  have  existed  as  separate  or- 
ganizations until  this  year. 

The  new  organization,  composed  of 
both  men  and  women  graduates  of  the 
College  and  henceforth  to  be  known  as 
St.  Michael's  College  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, held  elections  in  Car  Hall.  Sunday. 
.\pril  17,  1955.  Harold  Murphy.  '49,  was 
elected  President.  The  other  members  of 
the  new  E.xecutive  include:  Vice-Presi- 
dents, Doreen  Cullen,  Bernice  Hall  '37. 
Vincent  Reid  "50;  Treasurer,  Mary  Lou 
McGregor;  Secretary,  John  McDonough 
'50.  A  Spiritual  Director  will  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  Superior  of  the  College. 

To  introduce  this  history  -  making 
change  in  Alumni  affairs  a  faculty  tea 
was  held  in  April  under  the  joint  chair- 
manship of  Adele  Annette  and  John 
McDonough.  About  175  alumni  attended. 

At  its  first  meeting  the  Executive  ap- 
pointed a  Constitution  Committee  which 
will  draft  a  new  constitution  during  th.- 
summer.  It  went  on  record  as  favoring 
a  single  money-raising  social  event  dur- 
ing the  year  in  lieu  of  membership  fees, 
and  it  made  tentative  plans  to  arrange 
an  alumni  gathering  in  the  fall.
